Cooperative  Program  receipts  for  Convention-wide 
causes  received  from  the  twenty-three  state,  conventions 
accounted  for  $9,683,360  of  the  amount,  and  designated 
gifts  accounted  for  $5,675,781.  This  is  /  gain  of  $607,313 
in  Cooperative  Program  gifts  for  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  during  th«  year,  and  an  increase  of  $823,803 
in  designated  gifts.  The  designated  gifts  are  made  up

This  is 
one  of  the  greatest  meetings  I 
have  ever  attended  in  the  church 
and  I  believe  this  action  is  one  of 
the  finest  things  this  church  can 


First  Baptist  Church,  Hattiesburg,  has  doubled  the  sixe  of  Its 
property  by  acquiring  the  house  and  lot  adjoining  the  church  site 
at  a  cost  of  $30  000  The  new  property  gives  the  church  a  city 
block  fronting  on  West  Pine  Street,  which  is  a  main  thoroughfare 
through  the  city.

Rev  Clyde  C  Bryan,  said  that  the 
acquistkm  of  the  property  will  give  the  church  all  the  space  it  will 
ever  need  for  expansion  of  its  building.  The  house  can  be  used 
without  any  remodeling  when  the  growth  of  the  educational  pro¬ 
gram  demands  additional  space.  The  new  church  now  has  ample 
space  for  its  worship  and  educational  program.  It  is  ooe  of  the 
largest  church  buildings  in  the  state.

The  individual  should  be  free 
to  ?  ’•ve  God  as  he  pleases  without 
interference  from  ecclesiastical  or 
political  powers  Baptists  have  al¬ 
ways  opposed  the  unholy  union 
of  church  and  state.

John  Bunyan 
was  confined  In  the  Bedford  jail 
for  12  years  for  refusing  to  con¬ 
form  to  the  state  church  of  Eng¬ 
land  For  this  same  reason  Baptist 
preachers  were  persecuted  in  the 
early  history  of  this  country  that 
is  now  the  champion  of  freedom  In 
Massachusetts  and  Virginia  they 
were  whippA  publicly  and  im¬ 
prisoned.  and  some  had  their  prop¬ 
erty  confiscated  and  sold  and  the 
proceeds  given  to  the  established 
church.  It  was  through,  the  influ  : 
ence  of  these  Baptist  preachers 
that  the  Bill  of  Rights  was  incor¬ 
porated  in  the  Constitution  of  these 
United  States.

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Training  Union  Pay 

It  is  still  true  that  “the  proof 
af  the  piitlt/ing  is  in  the  eating 
thereof.”  We  have  often  calletf  at¬ 
tention  to  the  fact  that  churches 
thaHjave  the  Baptist  Record  as  a 
part  of  their  program,  in  most 
cases,  do  better  than  churclie..  that 
do  not  have  it.  This  is  true  of  or¬ 
ganizations,  as  well  as  the  Bap¬ 
tist  Record. 

The  current  issue  of  the  Quar¬ 
terly  Review,  using  1952  figures, 
shows  that  6.16  per  cent  of  church¬ 
es  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con¬ 
vention  have  Training  Unions; 
38.4  per  cent  do  not.  It  also  shows 
that  82.9%  of  ll»e  total  memlier- 
ship  is  in  Training  Union  churches 
and  17.1%  are  in  churches  with- 
oul  Training  Unions. 

We  note  with  interest  that  the 
R2.6%  of  the  members  in  the 
Training  Union  churches  baptized 
85.3%  of  the  total  baptisms. 
Training  Union  churches  also  led 
in  Sunday  School  enrolment  with 
85.1*. 

And  W.  M.  U.  enrolment  was 
9J  .9%,  although — these  churches 
had  only  82.9*  of  the  member¬ 
ship.  The  Brotherhood  figures  are 
even  higher;  97.2*  of  the  Bro¬ 
therhood  enrolment,  is  in  Training 
Uniuu  churches  and  only  2.8*  in 
churches  without  Training  Unions. 

Mission  gifts  from  the  Training 
Union  churches  were  94.3*  for 
the  Training  IJnion  churches  and 
5.7*  for  those  without  Training 
Unions.  Total  gifts  were  92.2* 
for  the  Training  Union  churches 
and  7.8*  for  those  without. 

The  above  figures  are  for  all 
churches  of  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention. 

.  Mississippi  churches  made  the 
following  record:  70.3*  of  the 
Mississippi  churches  have  Traili¬ 
ng  U  nions,  29.7*  do  not  have 
Training  Unions.  Training  Union 
churches  have  86.4%  of  the  total 
membership  and  the  non-Training 
Union  churches  have  13.6*.  How¬ 
ever.  86.1*  baptized  90.3*  while 
13.6*  non-Training  Union  mem¬ 
bers  only  baptized  9.7*.  Train¬ 
ing  Union  churches  had  89.9%  of 
the  Sunday  School  enrolment; 
fcl.l  *  of  the  Vacation  Bible  School 
enrolment;  96.9%  of  the  W.  M. 
U.  enrolment;  98.9*  of  the  Bro¬ 
therhood  enrolment.  Pastors  sal¬ 
aries  were  better  in  the  Training 
Union  churches  than  in  the  non- 
Training  Union  churches,  as  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  fact  that  the  Training 
Union  churches  had  90.6*  of  the 
pastors’  salary  while  the  non- 
Training  Union  churches  had  only 
9.4%.  Training  Union  churches 
had  96.8%  of  the  mission  gifts  and 
the  non-Training  Union  churches 
had  only  3.2%  although  they  had 


13.6%  of  tin  membership. 
t  la  other  words  these  figures 
leave  s  suspicion  that  it  would 
pay  in  many  ways  for  the  29.7% 
churches  that  do  not  have  Train¬ 
ing  Unions  to  organise  one,  and 
the  sooner  the  better.

(See  Nehemiah  10:38,  39.  13:5. 

12,  12;  U  Chronicles  31:11,  12.)  Nd  per¬ 
son  in  those  days  ever  considered  wheth¬ 
er  the  storehouse  was  meant  to  be  a 
general  term  embracing  ait  needy 
causes.  The  people  simply  obeyed  the 
Word  of  God  and  brought  their  tithes  to 
the  place  stipulated  by  God — His  store¬ 
house,  the  temple. 

But  what  is  God's  storehouse  todayT 
Hie  answer  is  evident;  the  local  church. 
We  are  certain  that  the  Scripture  speaks 
of  a  specific  place  when  it  mentions  the 
storehouse.  And,  if  the  church  isn’t  that 
place  today,  what  is T  If  the  local  church 
is  not  die  storehouse  of  God,  then  what 
organization  or  institution  is?  Only  the 
church  is  the  Divine  Institution  set  up  by 
Christ  for  the  carrying  out  of  the  Great 
Commission.  And  when  God  says  to  us: 
“Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the  store¬ 
house,''  He  intends  that  we  bring  the 
full  tithes  into  the  church,  the  Bride  of 
Christ  which  was  purchased  by  His 
Blood.  This  is  God's  plan  for  carrying 
on  His  work  through  the  churches.  And 
where  there  are  faithful  Christians  obey¬ 
ing  this  command  of  God,  then  there  are 
live  churches  with  live,  world-wide  pro¬ 
grams  for  God. 

God’s  storehouse  cannot  be  taken  to 
mean  any  needy  cause  that  may  attract 
the  attention,  or  touch  the  heart.  There 
have  always  been  many  needy  causes  to 
which  we  could  give,  and  we  certainly 
should  give  to  them  when  we  are  able— 
but  not  the  tithe.  There  were  many 
needs  during  the  days  of  Malachi  the 
Prophet.  We  know  that  it  was  not  un¬ 
usual  for  beggars  to  sit  even  at  the 
gates  of  the  temple  and  beg  aims  from 
those  who  passed  by.  (See  Acts  3:2.) 
But  was  it  permissible  for  a  person  to 
Skip  md  give  a  part  of  the  tithe  to 
such  s  needy  cause*  No,  for  God  still 
stipulated:  “Brmg  ye  all  the  tithes  into 
the  storehouse.**, 

After  alt.  it  is  not  ours  to  determine 
the  place  where  the  tithe  should  bo 
given  It  is  not  our  tithe  It  is  God's. 
“The  tithe  ...  is  the  fiord's.  It  is  holy 
unto  the  Lord  ~  (Lev.  27:lC^  It  belongs 
to  God  from  the  beginnmg,  Sod  He  hat 
not  given  us  the  prerogative  u*  deter¬ 
mining  where  it  shad  be  given  It  is  not 
a  matter  of  personal  opinion  or  <fe, 
cision  as  to  where  to  give  the  tithe  It 
it  but  a  matter  of  simple  obedience  to 
the  command  of  God:  “Bring  ye  all  the 
tithes  into  the  storehouse  ” 

Let  us  then  be  faithful  in  bringing 
sit  of  God's  tithe  into  God's  storehouse,

an  opinion  which  leaders  of  great 
masses  of  people  have  passed 
down  from  generation  to  genera- 
'tio.n  across  the  millenniums,  “You 
can  not  change  human  nature.” 
One  hears  this  opinion  pronounced 
upon  every  hand.  “Man  is  a  fight-  ( 
log  .  animal;  he  never  will  keep  a 
peace,  you  can  not  change  human 
nature.” 

Jesus!  reply  to  Nicodemus,  "I 
say  to  you,  unless  one  is  born 
anew,  ho  cannot  so*  the  kingdom

in  the  face  of  this  ancient  lie,

The  folks 
thought  that  he  must  be  insane  and 
put  him  in  the  hospital.  He  has 
been  given  all  sorts  of  treatment 
but  each  time  he  is  released  he 
starts  running  around  again  For 
the  past  eight  srionths  he  has  not 
been  given  any  treatments  but  the 
doctors  say  that  he  is  no*  ready  to 
get  out.  They  call  him  a  ps>  ch<b 
pathie  patient.  If  you  know  any¬ 
thing  about  them  I  would  appre¬ 
ciate  bearing  from  you. 

Answer  The  psychopathic  per¬ 
sonalities  are  those  who  “act  out 
their  primitive  impulses  without 
regard  to  the  rules  and  regulations 
laid  down  by  society”— pr  for  that 
matter,  God.
